W ashin gton , Jan . 6 UP>—Pres­ 
id en t Eisen hower’s ren ew ed plea 
for his atomic exhibit ship met 
a lukewarm reception amon g 
Democrats tod ay, just as it d id 
last year. 
In his State of the Un ion 
Message yesterd ay, Eisen hower 
listed the vessel as on e of the 
“ measures of great n ation al im­ 
portan ce" left un atten d ed to by 
Con gress in 1955. 
But Sen . Jackson (D-Wash.), 
a member of the Sen ate-House 
Atomic En ergy Committee, said 
he believes “there is less oppor­ 
tun ity for the Presid en t’s ship 
to be effective n ow' than there 
was last summer." 
Rep. Price (D-Ill.), an other 
member an d chairm an of a sub­ 
committee which stud ied vari­ 
ous atomic ship bills late in the 
1955 session , said in a separate 
in terview he still con sid ers the 
exhibit vessel “just a propa­ 
gan d a stun t.” 
“But," he ad d ed , “if the. Pres­ 
id en t wan ts to. in sist on it, Con ­ 
gress may wan t to go alon g." 


THE FATE of legislation to 
carry out Eisen hower’s project 
remain ed in con sid erable d oubt, 
though. The Sen ate in 1955 d e­ 
feated by a on e-vote margin a 
proposal to gran t fun d s for the 
vessel. The vote almost en tire­ 
ly followed party lin es. Later 
the House also refused to gran t 
the mon ey. 
Just before Con gress quit in 
August, a compromise plan w’?s

EISENHOW ER has said the 
exhibit ship could visit ports 
throughout the world to show 
that the Un ited States is m ak­ 
in g great progress in peacetime 
uses of atomic en ergy.

o r in a c c ura te ly Tim ing a giv en 
p re dictio n, does no t m ean th a t 
th e m e th o d is w rong. 
W hat it does mean is this, I 
think: It means that one’s con­ 
trary approach has been “figured 
wrong” or simply that an error 
in calculating the “timing” of 
the crowd’s actions and reactions 
has occurred. And it may be 
added 
(and emphasized) 
that 
errors in judging crowd psy chol­ 
ogy must alway s be ex pected. 
When y ou stop to consider the 
countless errors in forecasting 
which occur from the common 
forms of analy sis (i. e., from sta­ 
tistics, 
fundamental 
economic, 
and so on), one cannot com­ 
plain if the theory on contrary 
opinion occasionally falls down 
also. 


WE HUMANS were nev er in­ 
tended to discov er a cry stal ball 
which would delineate the future 
in sharp and accurate outline. 
As a m atter of fact, if we did 
alway s know what was to happen 
in the future, I dare say we 
w-ould be so frightened that we 
would nev er stir out of the 
house! 
No, it is better to vi$w the 
future as a great unknown and 
simply try to use our God-given 
faculties of thinking and reason­ 
ing to “guess” what may be the 
most prudent and common-sense 
program to follow in our daily 
lives. 
It is clear to me, if to no one 
else, that the contrary approach 
is a safe and sane method of 
thinking. 
It prov ides one with 
a check-list of things to consider. 
It forces one, if I may be so 
bold as to say so, to use his 
srain occasionally and to think 
things through. 
I think y ou’ll 
agree that if the habit of ana- 
y zing contrary opinions does no 
more than to-m ake y ou think it 
has its v aluable place in the sun.

A child is instructed, nev er by what we 
do, but Dy the conv ictions, loyalties, choices and v alues behind what 
we do — the intangible moral structures which people in the field 
of parent education cannot giv e us. 
Says Dr. Marion F. Langer of the American Orthopsychiatric 
Association: “ Too often parents hav e been used as middlemen in 
our effort to reach and influence children.”
